This is a picture of the ware- 
house oecupied by 8.

It is situated at the corner of 
Randolph and Union Sts. It is 
a seven story building, 42x168. 
This building was out-grown by 
our business in 1897. Up to 
that date our whole business,— 
namely: market gardeners’ 
trade, retail mail trade, and 
wholesale trade—had been con- 
ducted in the one building. The 
increase in all these branches 
had been so rapid that it be- 
came necessary in 1897 to divide 
them in order to get proper 
working accommodations.

STREET 


This picture shows the building 
occupied by 8. F. Leonard for the 
market garden and retail branches 
in 1897 and is the present location 
of our market gardeners’ store. It is 
situated at 148 West Randolph 
Street, near to the center of the 
vegetable market conducted in that 
street. Our’ gardeners’ store, since 
we started, has always been in this 
market square. It is probably 
owing to this fact that it has always 
been the seed headquarters of the 
Chicago gardeners. A view of the 
market as it appears each day dur- 
ing the selling season is given below. 
If there are other seedsmen that 
have any better opportunities for 
knowing what the market gardener 
requires in the way of seed than we 
do they are fortunate. That we 


have met their requirements is shown by the amount of business we do with them. 
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OUR PRESENT HEADQUARTERS 


are located at 79 & 81 East Kinzie 
Street. A few views of our estab- 
lishment here will be of interest. 
It is necessary that people at a dis- 
tance should know a little some- 
thing about those with whom they 
do business, and as the majority of 
our customers cannot get to see us, 
the least we can do is to give them 
the best information we can. 


OUR 
SHIPPING FACILITIES 


are taxed to their full capacity as 
soon as our crops are. harvested. 
We give a picture here of one of 
our packing rooms. It shows the 
packing department that puts up 
the smaller lots in order that they 
may be connected with the bulk 
goods that are made ready in other 
departments. Less than carload 
shipments are taken care of by 
the packers in this room, but nothing smaller than five pound lots of garden seed and bushel lots of Peas, Beans 
and Corn are handled by them, such lots being put up elsewhere and passed down to connect when needed. 
By this system we can get orders together in the quickest and safest manner. 


THE LABELING OF SEEDS - 


is one of the most important things. Each package must have its ‘proper name written or printed upon it. The 
label tells you all that can be known about a package of seed. No one can tell you anything about it by its looks. 
If the label is lost the seed is of little value and if it is not ‘labeled correctly it is just as bad. We have 
endeavored to systematize things in our packing rooms so that ‘errors are rare and every package bears its 
proper title as far as human power is able to bring about this result. 


ONE OF OUR PACKING ROOMS. 


ONION SETS 


are bandled by us in very large 
quantities. We are extensive 
growers of this product, and ship 
‘many car loads each season. The 
eare that is needed to get any 
sets that may have sprouted dur- 
ing the time of -winter storage 
out before the milling is done, 
requires a large force. We find 
women the best ‘sorters at this 
kind of work andjeach crate— 
2-bushel size—is handled separ- 
ately before it is dumped into 
the mill. We do this work at our 
Onion Set Warehouses, at Jeffer- 
son Park, and ship direct from 
there, except the ‘small orders, 
which are to go with other seed. 
These are shipped from our Kinzie 
St. warehouse. 


PREPARING ONION SETS FOR THE MILL PREVIOUS TO SHIPPING. 
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OUR BEAN AND PEA BUSINESS 


is now carried out upon a large 
scale. We have them grown at 
points quite*distant from Chi- 
cago. Many hundreds of acres 
are required to produce the 
quantity that we sell and the 
product is shipped to our Chicago 
warehouse just as it comes from 
the thresher. We do our milling 
and cleaning here. We give here 
a picture showing the west end 
of our picking room. In this 
room we have picking machines 
operated by girls. These ma- 
chines are run by foot power 
similar to running a sewing ma- 
chine, and the beans or peas 
that are being picked move 
slowly toward the operator on a canvass belt, and the bad ones are taken out by hand and 
dropped into a box at each side of the machine. The good ones continuing on the canvass belt 
are dropped into a spout and pour from the machine into the basket as shown in the picture. 


We mill all the beans and peas before they go to the pickers. For this purpose we have in- 
stalled mills that take out all the split and dried up grain. These mills also separate the uneaven 
‘sized peas and make the samples uniform and almost of merchantable appearance. The mill will 
not take out the discolored peas or beans however, and the hand picking done by the girls at the 
machines is a very necessary work. The expense attached to all this is considerable, and it adds 
very materially to the cost of putting the stock in a shape to be satisfactory to the planter. 


This view is the East end of 
our picking room. As will be 
seen each machine is fed from 
above, for this purpose we use 
truck bins that hold about 30 
bushels. These bins are filled 
from the mill, are run to the 
floor above the pickers, and 
allowed to run into the 
spouts, making a steady fall 
of beans or peas into the 
machine as needed. The 
women standing at each end 
of the aisles are they who in- 
spect the peas as the baskets 
are being filled.

EGG PLANT. 


Culture.—Egg Plant seed germinates slowly and should be 
started in strong heat, for in this, as in all sub-tropical plants, 
it is of importance to secure a rapid and continuous growth 
from the first, the plants never recovering from a check received 
when young. When the plants have formed two rough leaves 
transplant to three or four inches apart. When the ground is 
warm and all danger not only from frosts, but from cold nights 
is past, harden off the plants by gradual exposure to the sun 
and air, and decreasing the supply of water, then carefully 
transplant into the open ground, setting the plants two and a 
half feet apart. If needed, shade the young plants and protect 
them from the potato bug, which will often destroy them. Some 
seasons egg plants will fail to set fruit or will not begin bearing 
until too late to mature, no matter how faithfully they may 
have been cared for. This is especially likely to happen if the 
summer is cool and rather moist. We know of no certain 
remedy for it, though pinching off the ends of the branches 
after the plants begin to bloom and not letting more than two 
or three fruits set, is a good’ practice.
